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REMARKS 

Prior to the preceeding amendments, Claims 1-26 were pending in this application. 
Claims 12-20 have been cancelled without prejudice and therefore, Claims 1-1 1 and 21-26 
remain pending in this application. No new matter has been introduced by the amendments. 

Claims 1-26 were subject to a restriction requirement. The Examiner required restriction 
one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11 and 21-26, drawn to a plug for use in a wellbore having a 
hydraulic actuator, classified in class 166, subclass 323. 

II. Claims 12-20, drawn to an actuator system for a down hole tool, classified 
in class 166, subclass 387. 

In response to the election requirement, Applicants elect without traverse the invention of 
Group I, which includes Claims 1-11 and 21-26. Applicant reserves its right to pursue the non- 
elected claims in one or more divisional application. Based upon the foregoing, early and 
favorable consideration of Claims 1-11 and 21-26 is respectfully requested.
